Death and Taxes 

It used to be a common saying that 
“nothing is sure but death and taxes”’. 
We are inclined to think there are other 
reasons why these two should be linked 
than the fact that both are “sure” to 
come, and perhaps one of the most 
inportant reasons for this thinking is 


serious disturbance follows. we 

The writer has seen during the past 
week a beautiful piece of property which 
if located in Andover would call for a 
charge of $100.00 for local taxes. Be- 
cause it was located in another part of 
the, country, the bill represented 
charge a little less than $12.00, and the 
collector apologized to the party who 
received the bill because it was so large. 

If death is sure, and its coming brings 
a disturbance, taxes are not only almost 
equally so but they are even more’ dis- 
turbing in the increasing menace that 
they seem to be to holders of property. 
It is all very well to insist that if a man 
has money he ought to be willing to pay 
the legitimate charges upon it, and that 
taxes represent a legitimate charge, but 
when the average rate of interest for 
real securities represents a gross return 
of less than five per cent and the tax 
collector comes along and demands one- 
half of this as a sort of fine upon thrift 
and industry, the situation becomes a 
very acute one. If perchance this same 
demand is made upon an industry whose 
thrift and prosperity mean much to a 
community, then the burden becomes 
even more serious. 

Available statistics indicate how se- 
rious this is to Massachusetts where the 
debt is so great and the increasing tax 
burden is so alarming. Probably more 
manufacturing concerns have left 
Massachusetts for other states jn the 
past three years than have left any other 
state in the Union, and this condition of 
things, coupled with other information 
along the same lines, leads one to query 
whether it isn’t about time for assessors 
in Massachusetts to stop advertising 
the tremendous zeal controlling their 
efforts to find “more” and always 
“more taxable property”. 

The announcement of a tax rate, or 
the suggestion that it will be 
or diminished, is never made here in 
Massachusetts without having the staté- 
ment associated with it that the assess- 
ors have been particularly diligent to 
secure all personal property that it is 
possible to find. What in the world is 
the usé, of advertising this if it is s0? 
Isn’t the assessor charged. by law with, 
the responsibility of securing to the 
town a tax upon everything taxable; 
and isn’t he derelict in his duty if he 
fails to do so? On the other hand, has 
there ever been a law upon the statute 
books: which didn’t require a certain 
amount of decent common sense in its 
administration to make it either worl 
aole or just?» With this the case, isn’t
